NEW -USES FOR 
RUBBER 


CREPE FOR SOLING PURPOSES 
STEADILY GAINING GROUND 


LEATHER OUSTED — 


Doivful forecasts were made in 
some quarters a few years back 
in regard ‘to the future of crepe 
rubber aa a soling material. It 
was then stated that crepe rubber 
had, ua it were, “shot Its bolt,” 
and that the future would see a 
gradual! diminution in the demand 
for it. Crepe sole. rubber has, 
however, been firmly established, 
and the estimated trade require- 
ments for this year are placed at 
between 7,500 and 8,000 tons., This 
represents about one per cent. of 
the estimated world production of 
rubber this year, and as such may 
not be regarded as of much parti- 
cular value, Looked at from an- 
other point of view, however, the 
consumption of sole crepe assumes 
different aspect. 
Taking 7,600 tons as consumption 
for, this year, this is equivalent 
to approximately 644 million square 
yards of 3/16" rubber flooring, or 
nearly 1,400,000 tyres which re- 
presents at five tyres per car, the 
original equipment of 280,000 cara 
or very much in excess of the total 
annual production of cara in Great 
Britain, 

The co-operative publicity cam- 
paign or crepe soled footwear 
continues to meet with satisfactory 
results in the large number of 
countries which are covered by it, 
and arrangements wre now being 
made fora continuance of this 
publicity in the season 1930-31. 


_- Composition Soles 

Side by side with the progress 
of crepe soled footwear, rubber 
composition soles have been making 
great inroads into the demand for 
leather for everyday wear, and 
tanners in various parts of , the 
‘lworld have been seriously led to 
consider what means they should 
adopt to counteract the ever- 
increasing competition of leather 
substitutes. Pee 

‘In thia connection an announce- 
ment ‘was recently made in the 
French trade press of the steps 
now ‘being taken by the varioug 
federations connected with the 
French leather producing industry 
to promote the sale of leather, and 
to'discourage the use of alternative 
soleing substances, Following the 
conferences between the federations 
concerned, i.e, the Tannera Federa- 
tion of France, Federation of Hide 
and Skin Merchants, Federation of 
Manufacturers of Dyes and’ Tan- 
nihg Extracts, Federation of Leath- 
er Merchants and Agents, and 
Federation of Hide and Skin 
Brokers, it was resolved to estab- 
igh a fund for’ the purpose ‘of. 
providing, on the one part; pro- 
paganda in Saha of the use of 
leather, and on the other part, 
research for the improvement of 
the quality of lesther. The neces- 
sary funds are to be obtained by 
a uniform levy of 0.15 per cent. 
applied by the brokers at public 
sales on (1) all raw hides and 
skins sold by thom by contract; 
(2) on all native hides and skins 
(except those indicated in (1) and 
all tmported hides and skins sold 
by hide merchants to thelr clients; 
(3) on all imported leathers sold 
privately by leathor merchants (it 
is understood that the levy on im- 
ported leathers will be imposed on 
the first sale only); (4) to be im- 
posed by the manufacturers of tan- 
ning extracts on all the materials 
they supply to French tanners. 

Apropos of this, it might be in- 
teresting to refer to a lecture’ which 
was: recently given at Manchester 
by Dr. ‘Philip Schidrowitz on 
“Rubber as ai Substitute for 
Leather," {n which he prophesied- 
that rubber would be’ used mora 
and more in the place of feather. 
“The attitude of the leather trade 
and the boot manufacturers to this 
ew soling material,” he remark- 
‘ed, “has been antagonistic from, the 
very Hieginning, and Taamifacturers 
have, described It ns a ‘passing fad 
that would. go the’ way ‘of all. sub- 
stitutes. once the novelty had worn 
off.” In expressing the view © that 
thease ‘manufacturers’ were wrong, 
“We

sold,in Great Britain last year, and 
notwithstanding this, the large pro- 
portion of manufacturers remained 
obdurate in their opinion.” He did 
not want to be too optimistic, but 
he was convinced that the new type 
of rubber compounding would make

displacing leather more and more. 

: A Generic Name ‘ 

At a recent meeting at South 
London of the Boot’ Trade “Assocla- 
tion a discussion was introduced on 
the proposition, ‘{It is no longer 
trne that there is’ ‘nothing like 
leather!" .The speaker said that 
“the trade must. accept the ‘sub- 
stitute sole as an honest commodity 
which had won its success on its 
merita; that it was a discovery by 
the public in spite of all attempts 
to suppress it; it had few dis- 
advantages which were not found 
with chrome leather, or with solu- 
tioned leather repairs and, that it 
worked as easily ag leather. It had 
come to atay whether the boot trade 
like it or not and it was the duty 
of those wha, had to use it to face 
the fact and adjuat themselves to 
the now conditions.” The mation 
“was carried. 

This new semi-hard  soling 
material has been offered ta " the 
public’ under a number of pro- 
prietary names, most of them end- 
ing in “ide,” but it is now suggest- 
ed that a new generic name should 
be found for all classes of “ide” 
rubber “aoling.

MANCHESTER TRADE 


Sir Jacob Behrens.& Sons 
Circular 


In their raport dated December 11, 
Sir Jacab Behrens & Sons write:— 

‘Tho chief feature of the week in the 
American cotton market was the issuo 
of the final Bureau Report ' of the 
crop, together with the Ginners’ Report 
of bales ginned up to November 30. 
The estimated crop of 14,019,000 bales | 
was rather better than had been ex- 
pected, ond prices fell slightly on both 
sides, of the Atlantic, The Ginners! 
Report indicated that 12,858,000 bales 
had been ginned as ‘against 12,660,000 
last year. These figures had little 
effect as they were in accord with gen- 
eral foreensts and on similar lines to 
those of a year ago. There was a 
alight reaction in prices on Friday and 
Saturday tn Liverpool, owing to pro- 
fessional operations prior to the issue 
of the Bureau Report, but since then 
prices have weakened, although ‘New 
York closed . firmer and Liverpool 
opened 7 to 9 points up, Receipts at 
port and expdrts are still belaw those 
ef o year ago, The Egyptian crop, 
estimate has been revis@d by the Gov- 
ernment and there Is every evidence of 
good supplies for this season. Laat 
week there was again a poor spot mar- 
ket in Liverpool; the week’s total only 
amounted to 29,000 bales of which a 
good proportion ‘were again Brazilian, 
and Peruvian.

~ HISTORY 


HOMING BIRDS TRACED BACK 
FOUR THOUSAND YEARS 


DRUG TRAFFICKERS 


A woman in a London West End 
flat is suspected of clandeatinely 
supplying patrons with cocaine and 
other drugs obtained from the Con- 
tinent by carrier pigeons, read a 
cable recently, says a writer in the 
Sydney Morning Herald. This is 
an interesting statement, and quite 
plausible to those with any know- 
ledge of the carrier, or, as it is now 
called, the racing homer pigeon, 
and who know the poasibllitics of 
this medium as an efflclent com- 
munication between points varying 
up to 600 and 600 miles, To the 
layman the news may be a little 
vague, The chances are he thinks 
it a bit far-fetched, too. Quite 
likely’ his only | experience, of 
pigeons ja a childish ~recollection 
of the boy. next door keeping a 
motley collection of them. This 
lad, it can be assumed, was interest- 
ed in his birds only as pets, and 
allowed them to breed promiscuous- 
ly and at such a rate that they be- 
came a nuisance to the nelghbours, 
and,he had to get rid of them. Or, 
perhaps, now in manhood, he knows 
men Who keep and race the birds 
whom he regards as “cranks” wast- 
ing thelr time and money on a boy's 
hobby, It fs likely, also, he holds 
with the old superstition that 
pigeons: are unlucky, and ‘are car: 
riers of diphtheria—but these are 
simply fallacies, What his pigeon: 
keeping acquaintances have dona 
has been to help Improve the breed 
to such a degree that the carrying

A passenger 
in a London suburban train was 
seen to release a pigeon from a 
carriage window, He was covered 
‘to hia deatination, at which was a 
pigeon loft, and which was subse- 
quently found to be one of an ex- 
tensive chain of enemy pigeon lofts 
throughout the country.

’ OLD-FASHIONED DANCES 

The standard ot some ofthe Weat 
End restaurants and dance clubs is still 
amazingly low, and quite a large num- 
ber of people have.learned nothifig 
since the time immediately after the 
war when the chasse was the method 
of ‘dancing to every kind of rhythm, 
writes Mr. HI. St. John Rumscy in the 
Daily News. It is my honest opinion 
that the stage is very largely to blame 
for this, The standard of operatic 
and step-dancing on the London stago 
is very high, but ballroom dancing as 
depicted on the stage ia at least ten 
years out of date, a staccato walk or a 
polka type of chaase is conaldéred good 
enough, 

It is only fair to Jay similar blame 
on the films. The average’ dancing 
scene depicted on the sereen’ 
artistic, with no elaims to rhythm or 
Brace, Good modern dancing is as far 
removed from stage and film efforts, as 
Wimbledon !awn tennis is from Vic- 
torian “pat-ball.” 

News comes from New York of ao 
concerted effort on the part of musie 
publishers, wireless and gramophone 
makers to discourage ugly. staccato 
music and to encourage melody. This 
excellent news hay its humorous 
nspect, inasmuch as the wave of ugly 
music from which we have suffered so 
long camo fo us from the United States, 

Tt is curious that we who have adopt- 
ed so much beautiful music from Euro- 
penn countrics in the past should have 
welcomed anything so opposed to all 
the Inws of truce music ag Jazz. 

Ballroom dancing has nlways been 
inspiréd or killed by the dance musio 
of the period.

A GREAT FEAT OF NAVIGATION: 
"1,000 MILES 


BROKEN RUDDER 


One of the moat remarkable feats 
of seamanship during the recent 
gales was that eaaccomplished . by 
Capt. W. L. Charlton, of the 
Brocklebank liner Malhar, who 
navigated his steamer over 1,000 
miles from mid-Atlantic with the 
steering gear useless and without 
assistance. The Majhar (7,556 
tons), in spite:of these handicaps, 
reached ' Brixham almost at 
schedule time to embark a pilot for 
the up-Channel voyage to Lon- 
don.

Ichang, has caused a serious situn-, 


tion in upper river shipping circles 
that may ultimately bring about a 
cossation of traffic unless the wreck 
is goon removed. The-narrow chan- 
nel Ia completely blocked on one 
side and engineers who have viewed 
the wreck are of the opinion that 
unless the ship is removed a fall of 
two feat in the river's height will 
cause a complete blockade and hold 
up all shipping. 

It is said that the ship is a total 
loss and has been pirated of what 
little was left that might have been 
salvaged. The authorities are 
sald to have been notified of the 
dangerous position of the Shuho 
but so far. no steps have been taken 
to remove her.

-BALTIC LOAD LINE 
Suggestions for Foreign 
. Ships : 

An International Conference was 
held In Stockholm. from December 
2 to December 10 for discussing 
the question of forming a Baltic 
load line. An invitation from 
the Swedish Government had been 
sont to all Baltic ‘countries and 
those interestet in shipping to the 
Naltie. The following countries 
Were represented at the Confer. 
ence:—-Denmark, Estonia, Fintand, 
Germany, — Latvia, ° Netherlands, 
Norway, Poland and Sweden. 

The discussions of the Confer. 
ence were held in camera, The 
following is the — official. com. 
munique:— . 

Yor the purpose of promoting 
safety at sea by establishing in 
common agreement uniform prin. 
ciples and rules for a load line in 
the Baltic, the conference has ads 
opted a number of recommenda: 
tions to be sumbitted to the re- 
spective Governments, 

Thus the conference recommends 
each Government to maintain, or to 
issue at an carly date, regulations 
in order to ensure that ships be- 
longing to its country when used 
in’ mercantile navigation, for 
carrying cargo or passengers, on 
internation#] voyages shall not be 
overloaded. ‘ 

Asa general rule the conference 
Suggest that every ship as a 
guidance for the control of her 
loading shall be furnished with a 
lond line and a frecboard  certi- 
ficate. 

Ships That Are Exenipt 

It is, however, proposod that 
each administration may exempt 
ships of less than 100 tons gross 
from the obligation of having a 
Ioad line marked ,on their sides, 
and of having a freeboard certi- 
ficate on board, provided that a 
practical control of reasonable 
loading is otherwise, warranted, 
sand that the minimum freeboard 
allowed is stated in an official 
idocument carried on board, 

The load lines rules referred to, 
to ships’ 
which in the course of thelr 
voyage do not go more:than 1b: 
nautical ;miles from the nenrest : 
land and 30 nautical -miles from 
one port tq another of two neigh-’ 
bouring countries, : 

It is further proposed that the! 


‘{load line. should be wetermined ac-' 


cording to.the national regulations. . 

In the countries where up to this 
date .no-regulations exist covering 
the Baltic, the .Governments con- 
cerned are recommended to pro-, 
mulgate such regulations at least’ 
sas effective as the ‘minimum re-' 
quirements ‘now ‘being .in ‘force in 
any of-the other countries. — 

. ‘No Delay Urged 

The conference recommends not 
to delay the issuing and bringing 
into force of load line regulations. 
beyond January,. 1, 1982. It is 
understood that: the obligations 
arising from the acceptance of the 
principles laid:down in these re- 
commendations may be fulfilled by 
signing and ratifying any inter- 
national convention concerning tho 
subject here dealt with that might 
be. universally concluded. hereafer, 
and that the said obligations 
should inno way interfere with the 
accession to such a convention. 

The conference finally recom- 
mends that the experiences made in 


Practising national load line rules, 


for instance, by Denmark, Ger- 
many, and Norway, should be con- 
sidered when at a later time 
uniform load line rules will be 
established‘ by, international agree- 
ment either for the whole world or 
for restricted areas.

Marconi’s Triumph Over Space & Scepticism 


EXPERIENCE RECALLED 

Within # quarter of an hour of finishing the following broad- 
east description of his experience in receiving the first trans-Atlantic 

. Wireless signal in Newfoundland 28 years ago, the Marchese Marconi 
“reecived the first telegram of congratulation from the United States. 

The first telegram was from an Italian listener in the Middle 
West, Mr. Francesco Occioni. Then came congratulations from Mr. 
David Sarnoff, Vice-President and General Manager of the Radio 
Corporation of America; from Mr. Merlin H. Aylesworth, President 
of the National Broadcasting Company of America; from the Ameri- 
can Institute of, Electrical Engineers, and many others, 

The Marchese Marconi, in.-a speech broadcast through 5SW, 
the short wave experimental wireless station at Chelmsford, re- 
counted his experiences in receiving at St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
28 years ago the historic “S'" signal, the first wireless signal to be 
transmitted across the Atlantic, 

This broudeast was arranged at the request of the National 
Broadcasting Company of America which rebroadcast the Marchese 
Marconi's speech throughout the United States by means of its 
chain of wireless stations, 


“The result meant much more 
than the mere successful reallsa- 
tion of an experiment. It waa a 
discovery which proved that, con- 
trary to tho general belief, radio 
algnala could travel ‘over such 
great distances as those separat- 
Ing Europe from America, and 
constituted, as Sir Oliver Lodge 
has stated, an epoch in hiatory 
besldes being an astonishing and 
remarkable feat. 


Elementary Apparatus 


at that time there was no sugges- 
tion of the existence of the*Heavi- 
side-Kennelly ‘layer, nor of the re- 
flection. of electric waves from the 
higher regions of the atmosphere. 
The instrdments we had at our 
disposal Were very crude compar- 
ed with those we have to-day. 
We, had no valves or tubes, “iio 
amplifiers, no sensitive ‘super 
heterodyne .seta, no directional 
transmitters and receivers, and no 
means of making continuous 
waves, All we had for transmit- 
ting, was the means of making 
crude damped waves: by means of 
irregular spark discharges. The 
receivers that were then employ- 


jed, wore insensitive as compared 


with those of tho present day, | 
“Following the success of my 
teat, 1 was promptly notified by 
the.

“It gives me very great plea- 
sure,” said the Marchese Marconl, 
“to recount to Americans, through 
the courtesy of the National 

. Broadcasting ‘Company of Ameri- 
en and British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration my experiences at the 
time when I first attempted—and, 
as it proved, suecessfully—to send 
Radio signals across:-the Atlantic 
Ocean, twenty-eight years ayo, 
almost to the very hour. 

“From the time. of my earliest 
experiments I chad always held 
the belief—almost amounting to 
an intultion—that radio signals 
would some duy be regularly sent 
across the greatest. distances on 
earth, and I felt conyinced that 
Trans-Atlantic’ Radio Telegraphy 
would be feasible, 

“Very naturally I realised that 
my first endeavour must be direct- 
ed to prove that an electric wave 
could be sent right across the At- 
lantic and detected on the other |: 
side. a 

“What was at that time a most 
powerful wireless station, was 
built at Poldhu in England for this 
purpose, and an antenna system 
was constructed, supported by a 
ring of 20 wooden masts, each 
about 200 ft. high. | : 

“In the design and construction 
of the Foldhu Station, I was as- 
aisted by Sir Ambrose Fleming, 
Mr. R. N. Vyvyan and Mr. W. S. 
Entwistle. . : 

“A similar “station was erected 
at Cape Cod in Massachusetts. 
By the end of April, 1901, the 
erection of the masts was nearly 
completed, when a terrific gale 
swept the English coasts with the 
result that the whole construction 
wreeked. I was naturally ex- 
tremely disappointed at this un- 
foreseen accident, and for some 
days had visions of my test hav- 
ing to be postponed for severn) 
months or longer; byt eventually 
I decided that it might be possible 
to make a preliminary trial with 
a simpler aeria) attached :to a 
stay stretched between two masts 
170 feet high and consisting of 
GO almost vertical wires.

On Tuesday we 
flew a kite with -600 ft. of antenna 
wire as a preliminary test, and 
on the Wednesday' we had inflat- 
ed one of our small balloons, 
which made its first ascent dur- 
ing the morning. Owing, how- 
ever, to the strength of the wind, 
the balloon soon broke away and 
disappeared in the mist.

would answer better, and decided 
to use'them for the crucial test. 

The Great Moment 

“I had arranged with my as- 
sistants in Cornwall to send a 
series of “S's at no pre-arranged 
speed, during certain hours of the 
day. I chose the letter “S” be- 
cause it was ensy to transmit and 
with the very primitive apparatus 
used at Poldhu, I was afraid that 
the transmission of other Morse 
signals, which included dashes, 
might perhaps: cause too much 
strain on it and break It down. 

“Mr. Entwistle, Mr. George and 
Mr. Taylor were in charge of the 
British station at Poldhu during 
the transmission of signals to 
Newfoundland.
